And 
the  first  notification  received  by  the  State  of  New  Mexico  came  from  an 
official  wih  the  Southern  Ute  Tribe,  not  the  EPA. 

I hope  the  ERA  wit  be  more  cooperative  and  forthcoming  moving  forward 
as  we  work  to  address  this  situation.
